By now they know we well enough to know that when I speak thie way 
ai am odious. I may not olvsye bo able to do wJiat 1 want to but I do want to. '‘a they 
opted the leader-evil course and 1 think that particular situation will now be better. 

This lasted until the tine tho hearing wa- to have begun. I got there abou t 15 minutes 
after the scheduled Iw.jiniiing. The large room wan crowded but there was a seat in next 
to the back ro« at the end, as for away but for that one seat as 1 could be from the 
witness seat. It Just happened to be next to a college student A know. I was talking to 
someone, 1 think Bud who was sitting ahead of Ee when this student says hoy. Hall is waving 
at you and smiling. So A looked up and smiled and waved back and continued this very 
short conversation.

Vfcat 
was had no relationship to the coaudLtteo or Hall. Although the session with the BBI 
agonts Mas one in which 1 could walk around, add this did relievo the aweellinc and **»« 
discomfort in ay foot, they were still swollen and uncomfortable. The bus from hero to there 
was crowded. 1 wu: luck to get a 30&t. ^ut 1 could not £ut qy feet up. x hio make.* the 
blood pudcJ .0 in thorn until I can exercise tho legs enough to permit the muscles to force 
blood back up. With this experience not having tho susic oao on th*: way back was on uy 
mind, as was the meeting with the FBI people.

years agoY he hac txda kina of inf oration then and w* oan'i git him to s^y a word now? 

Plus other references to qy work and the very obvious that I did nothing to arrange, 
skip's obvious trust in or friendship for at? after those interviews, demonstrated by 
his seeking me out so publicly. I think that may yet turn out to have some value for him. 
^oae of this moans anything to me except that thoro is sons temporary enjoyment in it. If 
he had planned a gesture 1 doubt he could have come up with one of more meaning than his 
I'm cure spontaneous act. If any of those characters were looking at they kaa to know 
it was unrehearsed beginning with my m.t getting there until what should have be^n late 
and my unawnrenosa that flail had coxae up to me. Particularly because.- they had just obtained 
t:.at transcript of nine there is no one way in which *,all could have more eloquently* told 
them off.
